Sydenham  -  The  far-reaching  power  of  the  press  has  been  demonstrated  by  an 
incident  that  has  forged  a  strong  link  between  Salt  Lake  Cit  , 
Utah,  and  Sydenham,  a  distance  of  almost  °,  000  miles. 

By  this  same  token  a  Sydenham  area  farmer  is  $ln0.00  richer  and 
a  Salt  Lake  resident  made  happier  by  the  opportunity  of  receiving 
a  connection  with  this  area,  broken  by  his  ancestor  Daniel  ood, 
129  years  ago,  when  Mr.  \vood  left  here  on  a  pilgrimage  to  S;

It  also  rolls  the  years  away,  stretching  back  to  the  year  1#33, 

n  the  famous  Mormon  leader,  Brigham  Young,  visited  Sydenhs 
seeking  converts  to  the  Mormon  faith.   He  was  invited  to  breach 
in  the  farm  home  of  Daniel  Wood,  who  responded  to  Mr.  Young1 s 
teachings  and  decided  to  follow  Mr.  Young  to  the  United  States. 
eventually  settling  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Today  129  years  later  Daniel  WoodTs  great-grandson  Henry  Moyle, 
is  maintaining  an  interest  here,  through  reading  this  district's 
mews  stories  in  the  nig  Standard,  sent  to  him  by  his  great-grand- 
father's descendants  remaining  in  Canada.   Henry  Moyle  holds  the 
second  highest  office  in  the  Mormon  Church,  that  of  ^resident  of 
the  Council  of  12,  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day 
Saints,  the  full  title  of  the  church. 

The  story  now  reverts  to  a  bitterly  cold  January  morning  of  this 
year,  w  en  fire  destroyed  the  farm  house  on  the  former  Daniel 
Wood  property  and  now  owned  by  Mr.  Edward  Snider. 

The  ashes  from  the  fire  had  scarcely  grown  cold  when  Mr.  Snider' s 
neighbors  were  on  the  scene,  organizing  a  building  bee,  to  re- 
place the  historical  home  lost  in  the  flames,  with  a  modern  dwell- 
in 

Financial  contributions  were  gladly  given  too,  to  supplement  the 
amount  of  insurance  carried  on  the  building.   It  was  this  story 
of  neighborly  helpfulness  that  appealed  to  I  r.  Moyle.  prompting 
him  to  send  Mr.  Snider  a  cheque  for  $100, with  the  request  that  he 
be  considered  a  "neighbor"  too. 

Mr.  Movie's  interest  in  restoring  a  home  on  his  great-grandfather's 
former  property  is  further  strengthened  by  the  strange  co-incidence 
of  the  present  owner,  Mr.  Snider,  having  the  same  name  as  his  great 
grandmother,  nricr  to  her  marriage  to  Daniel  Wood.   T"r.  Moyle 
po  ders  the  possibility  of  Mr.  Snider  tracing  his  lineage  back  to 
Jane  Snider  Mood. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Snider  and  family  are  now  residing  in  their  new  home 
which  has  artly  been  called  "The  House  of  Friendship",  happy  in 
the  knowledge  that  they  have  added  a  new  friend  across  the  border, 
to  their  many  friends  here.
